The Soviet leaders, according to

a three-sided orgameatioii: First, the 
Soviet government itself; second, the 
Russian communist party, and third,

scattering industry. 
“It is Impossible to differentiate as 
to world policy between the Russian 
communist party, the third or com­ 
munist international, and the official 
Soviet administration,” the memoran­ 
dum said. “because of the system of 
interlocking directorates* common to 
all three.”

guished theoretically, Mr. Poole add­ 
ed, in a letter of transmissal to the
